CONSTITUTION & BY-LAWS 
of the 

SOCIETY OF ODD AND CURIOUS MEDIA 

S.O.C.M. 


Preamble ; 

The Society was formed at 7:00 PM, March 7 , 1961, on the 7th 
floor of the Pfister Hotel in Milwaukee. The three persons 
in attendance were elected to the following offices: 


Charles F. Heller - Milwaukee ..... President 

Gale V. Highsmith - Milwaukee . Vice-President 

Richard H. Rosholm - Round Lake, Ill. Secretary-Treas. 


Article I , Name: 

The organization shall be known as the Society of Odd and Curious 
Media. 

Article II , Object: 

Section 1. The object of the Society shall be to encourage 
and promote interest in odd and curious media of exchange with 
emphasis on the ancient and primitive media. 

Section 2. To seek the truth and establish the facts as to which 
items were used as money, and to what extent; to differentiate 
between items used solely as money, items used occasionally as 
.money, or for special purposes only, and items of probable monetary 
use. 

Section 3. To discourage and expose counterfeiting, alteration, 
reproduction and intentional misrepresentation. 

Section 4. To obtain for odd and curious media the high position 
in numismatics it so rightfully deserves. 

Article III , Membership: 

Section 1. Any person may become a member of the Society upon 
recommendation by a member of the Society and the payment of fees. 

Section 2. Any person who has rendered signal service to the 
science of odd and curious media may be elected to Honorary Member¬ 
ship in the Society at any meeting of the Society, by a written or 
secret ballot in which no dissenting vote is cast. 

Section III. Any person may be expelled from the Society by a 
majority vote of the members voting by written or secret ballot at 
any meeting of the Society. Any complaints or objections to a 
member, his conduct or activities, should be submitted in writing 
to the President or Secretary-Treasurer. 

Section 4. Charles F. Heller, Gale V. Highsmith, and Richard H. 
Rosholm shall be known as the Founding Members of the Society. 
Members number 1 through 25 shall be known as the Charter Members 
of the Society.

Section 3. The Board of Governors shall consist of the President, 
Vice-President, and Secretary-Treasurer, plus the immediate past 
holders of these offices. 

Article V; Anendnents : 

The constitution may be amended by a two-thirds majority vote of

30 days prior to the meeting date. 

BY-LAWS 

Article I , Election of Officers 

Section 1. Officers are to be elected at a meeting of the Society 
to be held each year between March 1 and June 1. 

Section 2. A majority vote of those members voting is required to 
elect a candidate. The voting is to be by mail 

If on the first ballot no candidate receives a majority vote, the 
two highest candidates only shall be voted on by a second ballot.

office by submitting the endorsement of 5 members, at least 30 days 
prior to the election date. 

Section 4. The term of office shall be approximately one 
If the election of officers is by a mail-meeting, the current term 
of office shall terminate at Midnight, May 6, and the new term 
begin May 7. If the election of officers takes place z a natural 
meeting, the current term of office shall expire and new term 
begin after all old business has been disposed of and after the 
completion of the election of new officers. After installation, the 
new,officers shall conduct the new business and the balance of the 
meeting. 

Section 5. No officer may succeed himself directly more than once 
in any particular office, but he may become a candidate for any 
other office of the Society. 

Article II ; Duties of the Officers 

Section 1. The president shall preside at all meetings. In the 
absence of the president, the duties shall fall upon the Vice- 
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Artlcle II , Section 1. (cont'd) 

President. In the absence of the Vice-President, the duties 
shall fall upon the Secretary-Treasurer. 

The president shall be ex-officio member of all committees. 

Section 2. The secretary shall keep a written record of all 
transactions of the Society, including a written report of the 
meetings. A mailing roster of members shall be kept and made 
available to members upon request with the payment of a 25 ^ 
handling fee. 

Section 3. The treasurer shall receive and disburse all monies, 
keeping an accurate account of all such transactions and said 
monies of the Society. 

Section 4. Only the president and the Secretary-Treasurer are 
empowered to spend Society money without the permission of the 
Society or the Board of Governors, and then only to the extent 
of $10.00 total each. 

Section 5. The Board of Governors is empowered to make decisions 
for the Society, but may not change the constitution and by-laws, 
elect officers, or authorize the expenditure of monies to an 
extent greater than the money in the treasury of the Society. 

Section 6. At the expiration of their terms of office, all 
officers shall deliver to their successors all books, papers, 
monies or other property of the Society which is or subsequently 
comes into their possession. 

Article III, Meeting 

Section 1. A meeting of the Society may be either a natural 
meeting in which a quorum of members are personally in attendance 
at a pre-announced locality; or it may be a mail meeting in which 
the business at hand is conducted through the mails by a quorum 
of the members. 

Section 2. A meeting of the Board of Dinsctors is defined as a 
meeting of the minds only by a quorum of the directors through 
any corresponding medium convenient. 

Section 3. The meeting times and places to be those which best 
suit the situation as determined by the President or Board of 
Directors. However, one meeting must be held between March 1 
and June 1, for the election of officers. If at all feasible, it 
should be held at the same time and place as a conveniently 
located regional numismatic gathering. 

Section 4. A quorum is defined as follows: For the Board of 
Directors the quantity is two, of which one is either the president 
or vice-president. For a natural meeting of the Society the 
quantity is 5 of which one is an elected officer.
